Helicopter hunt after 
boy, 16 , is shot in leg 


ARMED police were called in after a teenage boy 
was shot with an airgun. 

A police helicopter and dog units were also alerted 
after receiving reports of a man with what appeared 
to be a firearm in Haverhill. 

The alarm was raised just after 5pm on Tuesday 
when a suspect was spotted in an alleyway off 
Wratting Road in the town. 

Local officers were immediately sent to search the 
area. 

They found a 16-year-old boy who had been shot in 
the leg with an air pistol, leaving him with a small red 
mark on his shin. 

The boy, who has not been named, did not require 
hospital treatment for his injury. 
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Two 18-year-old men were arrested yesterday on 
suspicion of assault in connection with the incident. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Police confirmed armed 
police responded to the call-out. 

He said: “We had to have the usual response for a 
firearm until we knew what it was.” 

A police statement added: “Police were called just 
after 5pm on Tuesday, April 7, to reports of a man 
seen with what was believed to be a gun in an alley- 
way off Wratting Road, Haverhill. 

“Local officers were immediately sent to search the 


area, assisted by the dog and helicopter units, and a 
16-year-old boy was identified as having been shot in 
the leg with an air pistol, which left him with a small 
red mark on his shin. 

“Police have arrested two 18-year-old men on sus¬ 
picion of assault in connection with the incident.” 

The two suspects were taken into custody at Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investigation Centre where they 
were due to be questioned by officers. 

Police are still appealing for information in con¬ 
nection with the shooting. 

Anyone who knows anything about the incident is 
asked to call Haverhill Police on 101, quoting crime 
reference number HH/15/805.

Inspector 
says care 
home 
needs to 
improve 

A CARE home has been 
told it “requires 
improvement” after an 
inspection by the Care 
Quality Commission. 

The Meadows Care Home 
in Haverhill’s Brybank 
Road was told it was not 
safe, effective or well-led in 
the report, which was 
published last Tuesday. 

The report said: “Staffing 
levels fluctuated which 
meant we could not be 
assured that people’s 
needs were always met 
safely.” 

It also said, about the 
service’s responsiveness, 
that “some people did not 
get their needs met 
adequately”. 

Further concerns were 
raised about the support 
the staff were receiving. 
The inspectors wrote that 
“staff were not always well 
supported”, adding “we 
identified some gaps in 
training and the level of 
support each member of 
staff received.” 

They added they “could 
not always see how [staff] 
assessed people’s capacity 
to make decisions and not 
all staff had been trained 
in understanding the legal 
requirements in relation to 
MCA [the Mental Capacity 
Act].” 

However, the report also 
said that the service was 
caring and effective. 

Haverhill resident David 
Brett said that while his 
mother was in the home, 
“they always seemed to 
have new staff”. 

Haverhill town councillor 
Maureen Byrne said: “If it 
has been shown that the

It is one of at least eight hustings 
events in churches taking place across 
West Suffolk. 

Mr Hancock, who is currently a 
Government business minister, will 
also be visiting Haverhill on Thursday, 
April 16, to speak at an event run by 
thebestof Haverhill. 

Thebestof Haverhill owner Elaine 
Carr said about the event, which will 
take place at 10am at the Days Inn 
hotel: “I am very pleased that Matthew 
has taken the time out of his busy 
schedule in the run up to the General 
Election to speak at our event again 
this year. 

“I know he likes to use our events as 
a forum to find out the opinions and 
concerns of the businesses in Haverhill 
and to discuss the issues that are 
affecting the town.” 


ELECTION season is under way in 
Haverhill - and political parties are 
clashing on the High Street. 

Conservative parliamentary candi¬ 
date for West Suffolk Matthew 
Hancock visited Haverhill on Saturday 
morning to launch his election cam¬ 
paign. 

But he was met with six Labour sup¬ 
porters, including Mayor of Haverhill 
Roger Andre, who followed the 
Conservative with placards as he 
walked down the High Street. 

Mr Andre said: “Labour members 
received the invite and came along to 
support and encourage him. 

“We just walked up the High Street 
with them and waved Matthew off as 
he left Haverhill. 

“It was normal political banter. 
Matthew was very reasonable, but 
some of the Conservative supporters 
weren’t very happy about it. It was 
fairly light-hearted.” 

Conservative councillor Betty 
McLatchy said: “Somebody obviously 
tried to stir it up, but it didn’t work. In 
a community like Haverhill, you can’t 
afford to have bad blood. 

“It was hilarious. It wasn’t supposed 
to be, but it worked out that way.”

staffing numbers are insufficient, they have got to correct 
that immediately. I think we need as a town to monitor 
what’s going on.” 

The report is based on an inspection that took place at 
the home, pictured right, on November 24 last year. 

Sara Gregory, head of quality and compliance at Minster 
Haverhill, which runs the home, said: “The inspection 
was conducted five months ago. 

“Since then we have worked very hard to achieve actions 
in those few areas that were identified, and our newly- 
registered manager has been working very hard.” 

Town councillor Betty McLatchy said: “The home’s got a 
good reputation. Some of the residents come to our 
church, and they are obviously very happy there. 



“People get sick, and sometimes if someone doesn’t turn 
up you are going to be short-staffed. Unfortunately it 
shows up when it comes to care work. I have always 
considered it to be a very good place.” 

The report also said that “staff were familiar with 
people’s needs and provided people with meaningful 
stimulation and positive encouragement” and that they 
“were inclusive and respected people’s dignity and 
privacy”.

The error will not affect 
residents’ ability to vote in 
the borough, county or par¬ 
liamentary elections on 
Thursday, May 7.

Brass players’

A CAR caught fire in a Haverhill car park 
on Saturday. 

The grey vehicle was parked outside 
Tesco in the town’s Cangle Road when it 
caught fire at around 11am that 
morning. 

The emergency services were alerted 
and Suffolk Fire and Rescue crews 
attended the scene. 

They used one hosereel and two sets 
of breathing apparatus to extinguish the 


blaze. 

The cause of the car fire is not thought 
to be suspicious. 

It was followed on Sunday by a 
motorcycle fire. 

The fire service attended the scene of 
Sunday’s fire, on the A1307 in Haverhill, 
at 5.37pm after receiving multiple calls 
about a motorbike on fire. 

One appliance was sent to the scene, 
and firefighters used one hosereel to 


extinguish the blaze. 

The fire was out by 5.55pm and the 
crews were back at their stations at 
5.59pm. 

Police were also called at around 
5.50pm, and attended the scene. 

The cause of the motorcycle fire is 
thought to be suspicious. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service, gave this advice on 
what to do in the event of a vehicle fire: 


“By keeping your vehicle in the best 
possible condition, i.e. through regular 
servicing, people can minimise the risk 
of car fires. 

“If a car fire does start Suffolk Fire 
and Rescue Service would always 
advise people to leave the vehicle 
immediately, get to a safe distance and 
call 999. 

“Members of the public should not 
attempt to put out the fire themselves.”

Queen St set for 
funeral parlour? 


A PLANNING application 
has been submitted to 
extend a derelict shop in 
Haverhill - and it looks like it 
could become a funeral par¬ 
lour. 

The application is to build 
an extension to the back of 12 
to 14 Queen Street, which 
used to be the site of clothing 
shop Morley’s. 

A proposed floor plan for 
the extended and renovated 
shop shows that it would 
have a nine-person mortuary 
fridge and a space for a cof¬ 
fin, leading to speculation 
that a new funeral parlour 
could be opening. 

The applicant’s agent, Chris 
Barker of Barker Associates, 
was unable to confirm 
whether the new business 
would be a funeral parlour. 

He said his client did not 
want to reveal his plans, as he

Mr Barker said: “The site 
has been bought by develop¬ 
ers and will be put into good 
use shortly.”

Infrastructure is key 
for our town’s future 

WITH regard to the front-page 
report on the approval of the new 
development (‘Plans for over 1,000 
homes are approved’, Weekly 
News, April 2) I agree that it is a 
positive step forward for the town; 
however, as always Mr Griffiths’s 
spin on the proposals will be far 
from the reality that the town 
faces. 

I hold with Mr Brown’s concerns, 
as with him I am a lifelong 
resident and businessman in 
town. I live on the Arrendene 
development and am concerned 
about the added pressures placed 
on Howe Road. 

Mr Griffiths’s “sell” is very 
similar to what we were told 20 
years ago with the Hanchett 
Village development, schools, 
shops, doctors, roads etc - the 
reality, excluding Sainsbury’s 
move which aided the demise of 
the High Street, it took 15 years to 
achieve a few local shops and care 
home. 

Still no doctors, schools, leisure, 
many residents choosing to move 
to the town from higher house 
price areas but still returning 
there for work, schooling, 
shopping. You just have to see how 
busy the A 1307 is morning and 
night. 

Once the developers move in 
their priority is profit first. 

Infrastructure is key; at a 
meeting last year I was informed 
the town’s electrical and water 
supplies were at breaking point, 
since this point The Arboretum as 
well as other housing 
developments have added further 
demand on these services. 

Infrastructure must come first 
for the good of the town and its 
residents, not for developers’ 
profit. 

Report the good news, promote 
the town, Haverhill is a great place 
but it must be controlled by the 
local councillors and committees 
and with a voice of its residents.

Great Chesterford (and those that 
do tend to be the slower “all 
stations” trains) I would say that 
the extra four minutes’ train time 
is a small price to pay for the 
additional flexibility, reduced road 
journey and easier access that 
Whittlesford Parkway offers. 

I am currently a daily commuter 
from Haverhill via Whittlesford 
Parkway to London Liverpool 
Street and would definitely 
consider an express bus service if 
it offered an efficient and cost- 
effective alternative to using/ 
parking the car. 

I am not familiar with the 
passenger statistics of the 
Cambridge-London journey, but 
from my personal observations of 
the passengers using Whittlesford 
Parkway the vast majority are 
travelling south to London rather 
than north to Cambridge, Ely, 
King’s Lynn etc. 

So while the bus-rail link would 
add benefit to southbound 
passengers, it is not really going to 
be a practical alternative for 
Cambridge-bound passengers, 
they might as well use the bus the 
whole way to Cambridge. 

I understand Cllr Brown’s 
concerns regarding rush hour 
traffic, but in reality the “rush 
hour” for the bus-rail link is going 
to be earlier than the usual 
Haverhill-Cambridge traffic as 
most of the passengers have to 
factor the train journey south (the 
majority to London) onto their 
commute, so I would not see this 
as an issue (given the current road 
traffic volumes).

‘Unsuitable’ disabled 
ramp to be modified 


COUNCILLORS have criticised a 
ramp which they say doesn’t provide 
proper access for wheelchair users. 

Councillor Maureen Byrne said the 
ramp outside the Leiston Centre 
community centre on the Clements 
Estate is too steep to be accessible. 

She said: “You start pushing a 
wheelchair up and it seems OK, and 
suddenly it gets steeper and steeper. 

“If you are a carer pushing a wheel¬ 
chair up there, it really is unsafe. 

“The whole thing about it is that we 
as the town council have a responsi¬ 
bility to provide disabled access.” 

Cllr Byrne raised the issue at a meet¬ 
ing of the Haverhill Town Council 
finance committee on Tuesday. 

She said at the meeting: “That ramp

is not suitable for people pushing a 
wheelchair. 

“The borough council reckons it 
complies with the guidelines that are 
set down for ramps for wheelchairs, 
but I don’t think that when it was put 
in it was for the wheelchairs that peo¬ 
ple use now.” 

The finance committee were mak¬ 
ing a decision on putting money aside 
to for repairs to the Leiston Centre for 
future councils to use. 

They chose to set aside a large 
enough sum that a future council 
after the election on May 7 would 
have enough to make the building 


more accessible. 

Cllr Betty McLatchy said: “It is quite 
a steep area. If we are going to put 
some money aside it should be suffi¬ 
cient to modify the ramp.” 

The council was unable to set plans 
in motion to change the ramp imme¬ 
diately at the meeting due to the 
upcoming election and the end of the 
financial year. 

Cllr Byrne said after the meeting: “I 
am confident it will be done as a pri¬ 
ority. We all agreed that when a refur¬ 
bishment takes place, there will be 
costs put aside for the ramp.” 

There is an alternative access ramp 
at the back of the Leiston Centre. Cllr 
Byrne said: “It’s really bumpy on that 
route round the building.”

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Survey on 

wheelchair 

repairs 

A WATCHDOG has carried out a 
survey into the satisfaction of 
wheelchair users with 
wheelchair repair services in 
Suffolk. 

The survey and follow-up 
telephone interviews were 
carried out by Healthwatch 
Suffolk. 

It revealed that 72 per cent of 
users were pleased with the 
service, with 79 per cent saying 
it was easy to contact and 69 
percent happy with the time 
engineers took to arrive. 

However, the service users 
were less happy with the way 
their complaints were responded 
to. Of those who complained, 58 
per cent said that their complaint 
had not been dealt with 
promptly, while 39 per cent felt 
their complaint had not been 
listened to. 

Tony Rollo, chairman of 
Healthwatch Suffolk, said: 
“Levels of satisfaction vary 
across the service with service 
users positive in general about 
the overall service received. It is 
clear however that 
improvements can be made to 
enhance experience in several 
key areas including complaints 
handling and information 
dissemination. 

“We will continue to work 
closely with those responsible 
for managing the service to 
monitor progress and track 
improvements now and in the 
future.”

The course was subsidised by the Skills 
Support for the Workforce project, a £2.1 
million investment in training for small 
businesses in Suffolk and Norfolk from the 
European Social Fund. 


New phone 
system for 
police calls 


THE police have introduced a new 
automated system for non-emer¬ 
gency calls. 

Suffolk Constabulary’s new sys¬ 
tem, introduced on Tuesday, 
prompts callers to make a series of 
choices and directs their call to the 
right department. 

The techology, which was already 
being used by other forces, will be 
introduced within the central call 
answering team (CCA). 

The aim is to reduce demand on 
the CCA and allow for better man¬ 
agement of calls. 

The new system is part of the 
Suffolk Change Project, which 
looks at how to use police resourc¬ 
es as efficiently as possible. 

Chief Superintendent Martin 
Ransome said: “This is an exciting 
development in our redesign of the 
Constabulary’s Community 
Contact facilities. 

“The automated system will 
allow us to use technology to help 
us manage calls more efficiently, 
while giving callers choices on 
how they would like their call to be 
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handled. 

“It is essential that we make the 
most of all our resources as we 
work to redesign our departments 
to deliver services for less. This 
technology has the potential to 
realise savings and will let us bet¬ 
ter evaluate the demand that the 
non-emergency number faces. 

“I would like to stress that callers 
to the organisation do not need to 
do anything differently Non¬ 
emergency calls should continue 
to be made by dialling 101 and 
emergency calls should be made 
by dialling 999. Calls will continue 
to be answered quickly and mem¬ 
bers of the public will only be auto¬ 
matically diverted when they 
know the specific department they 
need. They will still be able to 
speak to an operator if required.” 

The system is already being used 
elsewhere within the organisation, 
and required minimal installation 
and training costs.

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Europeans less 
optimistic about 
accidents today 



WE’RE SICK OF YOU: Text-driving is one of the most selfish 
behaviours of all 


WITH millions of UK motor¬ 
ists taking to the roads dur¬ 
ing the holidays, a new 
European survey finds that 
risky driving habits and fail¬ 
ure to respect the rules are on 
the increase. 

The annual survey carried 
out for VINCI Autoroutes 
Foundation for Responsible 
Driving by IPSOS examined 
the behaviour of drivers from 
10 European countries. Each 
year, this survey draws up an 
inventory of driving practices 
and trends, allowing closer 
targeting of methods to pre¬ 
vent irresponsible driving and 
promote safer roads. 

The survey results found 
that European drivers persist 
in engaging in risky driving 
behaviour, including going 
above the legal speed limit, 
using mobile phones and for¬ 
getting to wear their seatbelt. 
Survey results also indicate 
that while drivers tend to be 
satisfied with their own 
behaviour behind the wheel, 
they are very critical of their 
European neighbours. 

Europeans are currently less 
optimistic that number of 
fatal road accidents will 
decline than they were in 
2014. Only 55 per cent of 
respondents polled believe 
that the number of people 
killed in traffic accidents will 
continue to decline signifi¬ 
cantly in coming years (61 per 
cent in 2014). 

European drivers believe 
that driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs is the 
main cause of fatal road acci¬ 
dents (62 per cent overall), but 
12 per cent of the respondents 


admit they would take to the 
wheel despite having exceed¬ 
ed the authorised alcohol 
limit. 

In contrast to the overall 
results, UK drivers believed 
that not paying attention, for 
example using a mobile phone 
while driving, is the main 
cause of fatal road accidents 
(59 per cent), followed by 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol or narcotics (46 per 
cent), speeding (46 per cent) 
and drowsiness (5 per cent). 

UK motorists considered 
sending text messages while 
driving to be significantly 
more risky than respondents 
in nine other European coun¬ 
tries (UK 42 per cent, 
Netherlands 37 per cent, 
France 36 per cent: overall 29 
per cent). 


Nine out of ten Europeans 
(91 per cent) admitted exceed¬ 
ing the speed limit by a few 
mile per hour, a practice that 
increased in all countries 
polled in 2014, notably UK (92 
per cent, +3) Sweden (95 per 
cent, +8 points) and Belgium 
(94 per cent, +8 points). 

Europeans surveyed said 
that the most responsible 
drivers are from Sweden (37 
per cent), followed by 
Germany (27 per cent) and UK 
and Netherlands (11 per cent). 
The least responsible drivers 
are from Italy (31 per cent), 
Greece (20 per cent) and 
Poland (16 per cent). 

Survey participants came 
from ten countries: Belgium, 
France, Germany, Greece, 
Italy, Netherlands, Poland, 
Spain, Sweden and UK.

We were back to our old selves 
(against Walsham), working really 
hard. We scored two goals but we 
could have scored four. 

“Defensively we were nice and solid 
and going forward we always carried 
a threat.” 


Shinn said he is already starting to 
think about next season but his main 
focus is on guaranteeing safety. 

“We’ve been looking at next season 
for a month or so and we’ll be 
looking to get one or two players in, 
but the boys we’ve got are giving us 
absolutely everything.”
